Helmet hoopla 


Forget helmet laws, cars are to blame 
for bike accidents 


WEARING A HELMET UNDOUBTEDLY 
helps protect your noggin, but 
allowing Edmonton’s new bike 
helmet legislation to distract us 
from the real issues may prove to 
be the biggest threat to the city’s 
cyclists. Edmonton’s approach to 
bike safety has been obscured by 
the myopic vision of the helmet 
cure. Safety councils and the med- 
ical profession, pushing for hel- 
met legislation, choose to focus on 
misleading information which is 
reinforced by programs, like Cycle 
Smart and the Cycle Edmonton 
Guide, which report that 75 per 
cent of cycling deaths are due to 
head injuries. 

The question is: if someone hits 
you on the head with a baseball 
bat and you die, was your death a 
result of a head injury or because 
someone hit you in the head with 
a baseball bat? 

The truth is that nearly 100 per 
cent of those who die in cycling 
accidents were hit by cars. Of the 
90 to 98 per cent of those who 
don’t wear bike helmets, nearly all 
of those who die were hit by a 
car. Helmet legislation advocates 
should resist martyring Dr. Myles 
Zemke, who recently crashed and 
died on a dangerous section of 
poorly maintained bike route after 
leaving his helmet and common 


sense at home. If a rare exception 
like this unfortunate event further 
motivates efforts to pad pedal- 
pushers, the danger is that little 
else will be done to address issues 
that endanger cyclists more than 
an exposed skull. 

Some facts and figures to con- 
sider: 

¢ most serious bicycle injuries 
occur in collisions involving 
motor vehicles. 

¢ virtually all bike fatalities 
involve motor vehicles. 

* nearly 50 per cent of all 
Canadians who die each year 
while cycling are younger than 14 
years. 

* motorists are to blame for at 
least 60 per cent of car/bike acci- 
dents involving adult cyclists. 

* car/bike accidents (35 per 
cent) are a close second to falls (41 
per cent) as the leading cause of 
bike accidents. 

¢ the main contributing factor in 
the death of cyclists is motor vehi- 
cles failing to yield the right-of- 
way. Failure to wear a helmet 
didn’t make the coroner’s top 10 
list. 

* car/bike accidents have 
increased by over 200 per cent 
since 1982. 

_© more than half of all bike acci- 
dents occur at intersections.

For 
Perna (and the other members of 
Antibalas), politics and music are 
inseparable. And since the obvi- 
ous blueprint for Antibalas is Fela 
Kuti and Africa 70, the progeni- 
tors of Afrobeat, it shouldn't come 
as a surprise at all. 

Not only did Kuti have a huge 
hand in developing the heady 
brew of blues, jazz, funk, and 
African high life that underpinned 
the band leader's explorations into 
groove, but he also used his music 
to specifically attack the Nigerian 
government and injustice in gen- 
eral. Kuti has long been a giant, 
but his influence has been mostly 
indirect, and musical rather than 
ideological. Today it survives with 
original Afrobeat drummer Tony 
Allen in France and Kuti’s son 
Femi. In North America his proge- 
ny have included the 
Talking Heads, who 
completely revamped 
their sound circa Remain 
mm Light and Stop Making 
Sense in homage to Kuti 
and Antibalas 
“It’s a new kind of re- 
injection of the African 
experience, and ultimate- 
ly that’s what Afrobeat is all 
about,” explains Perna. “And one 
of the coolest things about African 
music is it has a life of its own. It’s 
constantly reinventing itself and 
inspiring people to pick it up, but 
using their own experience.’ 
Which is also an elegant way to 
describe Antibalas, who have laid 
their own considerable influences 
over top of the Afrobeat template: 
snaky, hypnotic grooves, horn 
shots right out of Memphis, and a 
polyrhythmic pulse that nods at 
Cuba as much as Africa. Since 
their inception in 1998 the group 
has released two albums, the lat- 
est, Talkatif, just out on the Ninja 
Tune label. 

“| was just listening to this 
recording of Fela playing in 
Germany in 1977, and the Germans 
hated it. He was booed heavily, 
and people were saving, ‘This is 
not African music!’ His entire band 
is West African and people are 
shouting that it’s not African 
music! They had this expectation 
of what African music was.” 

Since their expectation of 
African music didn’t include 
Kuti’s angry denunciations of the 
Nigerian government and tirades 
against corruption and greed, it’s 
no surprise that the audience was 
upset.

assess the feasibility of a potential 
project. But his modesty gets in 
the way of his explanation. “I’m 
not very intellectual or conceptu- 
al. I’m more physical and hands- 
on.” He calls the organizational 
aspects of his new job “mind bog- 
gling.” 

This year he’s looking forward 
to the industrial-electrical installa- 
tions by Quebec new media artist, 
Neam Cathod. Festival patrons 
can put on an EEG helmet, which 
will reproduce their brainwaves in 
light and sound.

Turf war? 


THERE’S A FRIENDLY 21ST CENTURY 
turf-war going on in the world of 
art, and The Works is bringing all 
sides together for an all-out Battle 
of Edmonton. Since the advent of 
the camera, traditional and mod- 
ern media have jockeyed to attract 
the public eye. Add to the mix the 
proliferation of new media, aided 
by the popularization of home 
computers and the Internet. The 
result is a varied artistic land- 
scape, much of which is represent- 
ed at this year’s festival. 


Calgary painter Frederick 
McDonald is a traditionalist, 
choosing to work mainly in 
acrylics because it brings him clos- 
er to his work, inspired by the 
past, present and future of the 
Indigenous people of Alberta. 
“My work is a narrative from a 
couple of perspectives about the 
aboriginal people of Canada, 
mainly dealing with historical 
inaccuracies of the past and trying 
to rewrite those narratives,” says 
McDonald. “It’s about the spiritu- 
al connections to the land that the 
native people have and have had 
and about the connections we 
have to our ancestors.” 

The centrepiece of this exhibi- 


tion is a series of three large, real- 


ist paintings, “one dealing with 
the past, [one with] the present 
and [one with] the future, in 


regards to the historical leaders of ~ 


the past, like Poundmaker and Big 
Bear and also in the present deal- 
ing with my family in my 
reserve,” he explains. 

He doesn’t see himself stepping 
out from behind the easel. “I pre- 
fer the hands-on; I think that by 
using computers, you're losing 
that aspect. Even though you're 

































creating the image, it’s no, 
image that you can feel 
touching the canvas.” 

Visual artist Philip Jagger m 
disagree.

Boronowsky, who prefers draw- 
ing to any other medium because 
of the simplicity and the high con. 
trast of black on white, describes 
his work as “images of all kinds of 
creatures and monsters. It’s 
almost hard to look at, there's so 
much on the page.” 

Between tradition and technolo- 
gy sits photography, Adam 
Rankin’s current medium of 
choice. For his part of Keep th 
Wound Green, a show that he’s 
sharing with fellow photographer 
Shannon Collis, Rankin has 
brought together a series of 
images inspired by pop culture 
that he describes as “The Golidvn 
Girls meets Twin Peaks.” 

“I try to use symbols from TV 
and film that people are familiar 
with, but I force them together in’ 
a way that makes people develop 
their own story line forthe photo- 
graph,” he says. “I’m trying to 
capture some kind of spontaneous 
moment, frozen, with no obvious 
story. There are enough visual 
cues in the photograph to sugges!

mind as | watched Minority Report 
was how much Steven Spielberg, 
as a director, kicks George Lucas’ 
sorry ass. Seriously; I don’t know 
how those two can be such good 
buddies, especially with Spielberg 
going out and making a film that 
sometimes feels like a direct swipe 
at Attack of the Clones. 

Probably an unfair comparison, 
but whatever. What I'm trying to 





say is Minority Report is a really 
good movie. Specifically, a good sci- 
ence fiction movie. While some stuff 


that passes for SF basically just 
uses spaceships and the odd 
generic futuropolis as backdrops 
for standard action-adventure, 
Minority Report starts with an SF 
premise — psychic mutants make 
it possible for cops to prevent 
murders before they happen — 
and proceeds from there. 

Along the way, we learn more 
about how the psychic stuff 
works, and our understanding 
changes, but every twist and turn 
and revelation proceeds without 
releasing the premise. Right on. 

The tale that thus proceeds, 
though, is a pure detective story 
— the precognitive freaks are 
even named after classic mystery 
writers. This is important, because 








it’s where the vibrant soul of the 
film lies. Tom Cruise and his 
nemesis Colin Farrell might seem 
like lucky detectives; they have 
psychics to do the heavy lifting for 
them, right? But they’re still detec- 
tives — every success they have 
comes through good old-fash- 
ioned sleuthing and intuition, and 
it’s often dazzling to watch them 
work. This is the thrill of mystery 
movies and good cop shows, the 
pleasure of the whodunit, except 
this time it’s built around a para- 
noid sci-fi mindfuck courtesy of 
Philip K. Dick rather than some 
dude in the drawing room with a 
knife sticking out his back. 

And guess what? Spielberg is 
still trance-channelling the spirit of 
Stanley Kubrick. There’s a lean- 
ness and cold precision to this 
world that suits the story, and as 
far as I’m concerned, Spielberg can 
go right on riffing off Kubrick for- 
ever if this is the kind of work he’s 
going to kick out. 

And yeah, there's lots of action, 
too, as Cruise runs away from his 
former cop buddies and toward 
his psychically envisioned homici- 
dal destiny. Here’s where most of 
the “Screw you, George” moments 
come in, what with the jumping 
from car roof to car roof a few 
hundred feet above the ground 
and all. There’s even a fight / chase 
through a factory assembly line 
that directly gives the finger to

WOMAN IN THE DLINES — THE 1964 
Hiroshi Teshigahara film and the 
Kobo Abe novel on which it is 
based — has often been taken up 
as an exemplar of Japanese exis- 
tentialism. The tale is chilling and 
broadly allegorical, as an unas- 
suming amateur entomologist in 
search of a rare breed of beetle 
finds that his seashore vacation in 
a remote part of Japan goes terri- 
bly, absurdly awry. 

Stranded ina tiny village with- 
out amenities, he eagerly accepts 
an offer of shelter in a local abode. 
Lowered into a large sand pit in 
which a comely woman tends to 
her rickety shack and administers 
hospitality, the stranger is amused 
by his observations of native life, 
particularly the senseless nightly 
task the woman undertakes of 
shovelling away the encroaching 
sand. 


The tourist is much less amused 
when it’s clear to him he’s a cap- 
tive, enslaved by the villagers to 
help maintain their precarious liv- 
ing situation, and thus doomed to 
become the husband and fellow 
sand shoveller of the titular 
woman in the dunes. 

The film is a marvel of texture 
and laconic atmosphere. The high 
contrast black and white needs to 
be seen on film in order to fully 
appreciate the abstract shots of 
sandbanks, close-ups of scuttling 
insects, and limited-light footage 
of the protagonist moving across 
the dwarfing landscape of dunes. 
[he world woven by the film’s 
compellingly scientific imagery 
and insistently moderate tempo is 
one limited to sand and wind and 
hallucinations of water. 

The extremity of the allegory 
may work as the ultimate night- 
mare; it threatens to be just inher- 
ently maddening or even silly 
enough to never really draw you 
in. Either way, Woman in the 
Dunes is a stunning cinematic doc- 
ument that offers an engaging 
dilemma of interpretation. For if

Spare the rod, spoil the cleric 


BOSTON - THE U.S. CONFERENCE 
of Catholic Bishops announced this 
week that it had turned a corner in 
dealing with allegations of sex abuse 
by priests, establishing an ironclad 
rule: Molest even one child, ever, 
and you will pay a $500 fine. 
“No exceptions this time,” pro- 
claimed Cardinal Joseph Sanger 
“We will do what we must to pro- 
tect society's greatest treasure: our 
beautiful children ... our beautiful, 
pouty, innocent-yet-somehow- 
knowing children.” 
The $500 fine, payable directly to 
the Vatican, is expected to help 
defray the costs of the many sex- 
abuse lawsuits currently proceeding 
against the church in America. 
Observers in Rome said the potential 
damages had the Holy See worried 
that it might have to sell much of 
Latin America to the Scientologists. 
The new policy strengthens the 
document ratified by the bishops last 
week in Dallas, which did not 
uire defrocking of priests found 
ahave molested children. Many felt 
that without such a provision the 
document allows the church to go 
easy on molesters, but others replied 
that even reading the word 
“defrocking” might result in unnat- 
ural gratification for some priests. 

Church observers think that the 
new policy goes a long way toward 
undoing the recent negative publici- 
ty. The church’s PR black eye is gen- 
erally traced to three factors: 

A: The uncovering of dozens and 
dozens of incidents of sex abuse by 
pedophile priests in the United 
States, and the subsequent efforts to 
keep the perpetrators in the pulpit 
and beyond justice. 

B: Cardinal Rodriguez 
Maradiaga’s criticism of the media, 
usually remembered for its pointed 
phrase “Let the streets run red with 
the blood of the unbelievers,” deliv- 
ered during his Easter sermon. 

C The appearance of Cardinal 
Bernard F. Law ona special episode 
of Jerry Springer on the tas scan- 
dal, entitled: “Hot Under the Collar: 
Feast on These Priests!” Cardinal

Law has defended appearing on air 
in only his clerical skullcap, a thong 
and a pair of buttless chaps. But he 
has subsequently apologized for his 
obscenity-laden attack of one critic in 
the crowd who had said that “You 
think you're the cleric who’s really 
all that, but you're just a hysteric ina 
little pink hat.” 

The crisis has forced a number of 
organizations to cut ties with the 
church, notably the St. Louis 
Cardinals, the band Judas Priest and 
NAMBLA. But however serious the 
scandal, men of the cloth from vari- 
ous Christian denominations feared 
that the new policy was insufficient- 
ly grounded in biblical doctrine. 

A Methodist presiding elder in 
Bangor, Maine, who asked for 
anonymity while at a weekly 
potluck/ glory hole, said “Sure, 
there’s all that stuff in Leviticus 
about not lying with a man as you 
lie with a woman.
